New 
York Supreme Court Justice 


Holds That Judge Rosalsky Com-j 
mitted Error In Accepting Plea cf | 
Guilty When Prisoner's Statement' 
to Court Did Not Show Intention to' 
Make Confession—Former Employe , 
Of Schiff Ms> Secure Bait. 


New York, Feb. 22.—On the ground 


that Judge Rosalsky erred m accept- 
ing Folke E. Brandt's rlea of guilty 
cf burglaiy in the first decree when 
the man's statement in court showed 
that he didn't intend to plcud guilty 
to that crime, Supieme Court Justice 
Gerald sustained the writ of habeas 
corpus in Biandt's case and ordered 
a new trial. 


Out of courtesy to Go\ernor Dix. 


Justice Geraid waited until 4 p. m. 
before handing down the decision. 
Xo word having come from the gov- 
ernor up to that time that Brandi 
had been pardoned or that a paidon 
would be issued shortly; the justice 
felt constrained to act himself. He 
learned that A*torney Gcaieral-Car- 
uiody's 
arguments 
had 
failed 
to 


move the governor and that ,_ there 
would be delay whichever way th.« 
governor decided. 


Decision Not Filed. 


However, the decision of Justice 


Gerald was not filed and will not bo 
today, since it Is a legal holiday- 
Therefore, since, the order remanding 
Hi andt for a new trial ami establish- 
ing his status as a man indicted, but 
not actually convicted, is not yet on 
record. 


Provided that the governor con- 


cludes "before tomorrow morning to 
fiee Brandt, he can do^so withouc 
any question arising "a's to his con- 
stitutional right to pardon a man 
who is not legally a convict. The 
constitution sa?s that J.he governor 
can pardou or c6mmjtite a^ sentence 
"after conviction." 


Brandt, who is now in the Tombs, 


may be released on bail today. Aa 
application will be made asking that 
Justice Gf/rard fix bail for Biandt 
and order his release.

Gen. Horace Porter, for- 
merly American minister to France, 
discovered the burial spot of John 
Paul Jones in the heart of Paris under 
a pllo of masonry, which had been 
erected Into homes since the Amer- 
ican admiral .hud been burled there. 
At his own expense he had the build- 
ing razed, secured tho body of Paul 
Jones and brought it to this country.

Identification 
of the body by 


General Porter was made upon com- 
parative measurements of the body 
which General Porter had discovered 
In Paris. When tho leaden casket was 
opened It was found that tho body was

business, of American 


labor and of nil the people. 


"Through the Inlluence of Mr. Taft 


we now have for the flrst time a 
tr.riff board of three Democrats and 
three Republicans, charged with the 
luty of making a scientific study of 
the tariff schedules. That board has 
submitted a unanimous report upon 
the findings of fact on certain sched- 
ules: On this basis of fact Mr. Taft 
now asks a revision of these sched 
ules and tatcr on other schedules 
when tho tariff board shall have sub 
milted further reports.
